Interest in Forests. 


X Unite'd States Senate Committee on reforestation ha-s 


"Commenced a stak-by-state investigation of the forest situa- 
tion of the entire country. It has recently been in Illinois, and 
will visit Wisconsin and Minnesota before disbanding for the 
summer. The Northwest and the Pacific Coast regions will 
receive its first attention in the fall. 


Interest in preserving the country's timber supply by pro- 


tecting existing forests and replanting cut-over areas is grow- 
ing, but it grows slowly. As yet only .a'few states have a 
definite, constructive policy for their own forests, and there is 
no adequate national policy either in -force or in immediate 
prospect. 


In the state of Illinois, the committee learned, one out of 


every 12 acres is either desert land or becoming desert, because 
of public indifference to the swiftly diminishing forests. The 


- situation varies in the different states, none of which is in a 


position to brag too freely about its forest policy. 


There are many angles to protection,of the timber supply. 


Reforestation carried on simultaneously with cutting is one. 
Waste prevention to reduce the huge annual loss of timber 
through fire and unscientific cutting is another. Tax revision, 


'' too, making it more attractive to farmers to turn their aban- 
doned woodlots'once more into thriving woodlands, is advo- 
cated by many persons who have studied the problem. 
- 


It is hoped that the Senate committee's investigation will 


pave the way to early federal action and that the good work 
of state and municipal forestation will continue and spread 
from the regions v/here it has already been undertaken.

Art in Film Dramas. 
'-' 


The Authors' League of America is'sponsoring an interna- 


tional conference which will meet next month to discuss the 
development of artistic .standards for motion pictures. The 
president of the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation is co- 
operating with the League. 


It is recognized that motion pictures have attained a high 


degree of artistry on the technical side. The photography, 
lighting, scenery and other phases of picture-making are now 
very nearly perfect. The business end of the industry leaves 
very little to be desired so far as a firm and stable financial 


- basis goes. But the screen drama itself, with all its trappings 


of material .richness, still lacks true art. ,The average photo- 
play story is far from perfect. 


The producers blame the public for demanding stereotyped 


plots, illogical happy endings, gushing sentimentality and trite 
melodrama. The public blames the producers for playing up 
a star's best points at any cost to the picture, arid distorting the 
novels and dramas they adapt to screen versionsiintil they bear 
no resemblance whatever to the fine originals. 


The coming conference may do something to hasten- the 


artistic development sought. The .change is more likely to 
come slowly by the simple process of evolution. That it has 
already started is shown by the very fact of the calling of the 
conference, and by the appearance of occasional films possess- 
' ing more of this wanted artistic quality than any before them. 


Higher Limit for Immigrants. 


The United States Chamber of Commerce suggests, in view 


of the "lack of flexibility" in the present 3 per cent immigrant 
restriction law, that "there should be added to the present 
quota a possible 2 per cent quota on the selective basis, which 
it is hoped would demonstrate the wisdom of ultimately plating 
the entire immigration-upon a selective basis." 


There is little difference of opinion regarding this new prin- 


ciple of selection, in admitting aliens to the United States. 
Nearly every person in public or private life who speaks or 
writes on the subject recommends careful selection of immi- 
grants, to meet American standards and needs, instead of the 
present basis which gauges applicants by number, not quality. 
It is legislative inertia rather than opposition which has pre- 
vented, so far, the enactment of a selective law. It is hoped 
that Congress will find time next winter to attend to the 
matter. 
- 


The raising of the quotas, however, is a different question. 


It is doubtful whether the public is. ready to approve any .in- 
crease in the percentage at present, even with assurance of 
careful selection. 
, 


Competition in Cotton. 


The United States has had two unsatisfactory cotton years. 


The crops were, short in 1921 and 1922, and not of the best 
quality. Prices to overseas buyers, if not to producers, re- 
flected th'e fact, and as a result Europe has been seeking, and 
finding, other sources of supply.
